THE COVER 


Just as the U-boat menace was be- 
lieved eradicated; as the convoys were 
crossing the perilous Atlantic without 
accident or loss ; as our planes and 
sub-chasers were blasting the last of 
the German U-boats from the sea — it 
happened !
